Ever since the moment | found out we lost Abby, my closest 
friend, her image still appears in my mind: beautiful woman, huge bright 
smile, delicate features, carefully put together, unusually blonde hair, 
confident posture, welcoming demeanor, take-charge attitude, witty com- 
ments, feminine style. This is probably the same Abby that most people 
remember. But, connected to this image in my mind is what | knew of 
Abby’s soul. Abby was the most committed friend that | will ever have. 
We did everything together, and we stayed very busy with weekend 
trips, yoga, shopping, the gym, vacation, studying, the races, days at her 
parent's lake house, nights out, concerts, and countless hours doing almost 
nothing. | truly depended on Abby and she always came through, big 
things or little. She was spontaneous, adventurous, full of joy and a truly 
good-hearted person. We had many exciting adventures together. She 
was the truest friend anyone could ask for, and she performed the duty 
proudly, Knowing it was one of the most important things a person could 
do. 

Not only was she a committed friend to me, she was whole- 
heartedly committed to all her friends, including her other best friends, 
Maria and Allie. She made time for everyone, and although she had 
many friends, no one felt shorted. She had an amazing way of making sure 
everyone knew how important they were to her. For as committed as she was 
to her friends, she was many times more committed to her family. She and 
her family transcended the traditional parent-child and brother-sister relation- 
ships. They were all truly friends and gathered often — for church, for dinner, 
for vacation, for the symphony, for mother-daughter weekend trips. She and 
her mother were tremendously close, sharing everything. She and her 
father were also extremely close, displaying mutual respect and admiration. 
Her parents gave her tremendous support and were the foundation that she 
stood on. Abby was very proud of this bond. Abby was also committed to 
children, and to medicine, and to teaching. She was committed to music, 
and to church. She loved Columbus, her hometown, and she loved Indi- 
ana. But she was also in love with the rest of the world, and was committed 
to seeing it all. As | say all of this, | realize just how many things Abby was 
committed to. Some of us would have been spread 
thin, but not Abby -- she had so much to give and 
she never held back. 

Early on in fourth year class scheduling, 
Abby knew she wanted to do an away rotation in Be- 
lize to practice rural, tropical medicine. She had fallen 
in love with the country and people while there for 
an undergraduate tropical ecology course. She found 
the elective rotation at Hillside Clinic in Punta Gorda 
by searching for medical volunteer opportunities in 
Belize. She already knew much about the differ- 
ent cultures in Belize, knew what living conditions 
to expect, and was excited about her duties there, 
knowing she would be preparing for a pediatrics 
residency. Abby was a very experienced and con-

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scientious traveler and found joy in immersing herself in other cultures. She was 
excited about traveling through Belize and Guatemala in her free time and couldn't 
wait to go scuba diving in one of the world’s best diving locations. She wasn't in 
Belize for more than a few days before she emailed all of us an update — one of 
several messages describing her experiences in detail. She told us about the water 
tank on the top of the building which supplied their shower water and occasion- 
ally ran out, about the beauty of the surrounding area with the juxtaposition of 

the jungle, mountains and ocean, about the frustration of not having basic medical 
conveniences countered by her feelings of happiness helping those whose need 
was greatest, about the clinic's winning campaign against lice in one Mayan village, 
and about watching the Colts game with a Belikin beer in a small village bar. Abby 
was truly a practicing physician in Belize, at times running the clinic while others were 
making home visits. She turned 28 years old while there, and her parents came 

to Belize for a family vacation to celebrate with her. The next weekend, the last 
weekend Abby planned to be in Belize, she went with other clinic volunteers to 
Placencia, a small diving town not far from Punta Gorda. Here she went on the 
scuba excursion which ultimately claimed her life. 

The tragedy of her loss is understood by everyone, but deeply and 
indescnibably felt by those who were closest to her. Her family and friends have had 
extraordinary support from friends and others in the community, including the IU 
School of Medicine. The impact Abby had on her peers has been evident. 

From a very young age, Abby knew she wanted to be a pediatrician 
and nothing distracted her from that goal; she truly dedicated her life to this. While 
at IUSOM, she was also involved with many school organizations. The |U medical 
community has made many great efforts to honor Abby and her life-long commitment. 
The administration awarded Abby her Doctor of Medicine degree along with 
her Class of 2006 colleagues, presenting it to her parents at the commencement 
ceremony. They have also sponsored a scholarship, called the Abigail D. Brinkman 
Tropical Medicine Fund, which will pay expenses for a medical student or resident 
to spend an elective month in Belize at the Hillside Clinic in Punta Gorda. Abby 
would have retumed there year after year to help the people of Belize. Her legacy 
will be carried on at the clinic as well; they have named the rotation, “The Abby 
Rotation”. The Department of Pediatrics will also honor Abby by naming her an 
honorary member of the 2006 entering intern class. For as much as Abby loved 
the world, Indiana was her home; her family was here and she held Riley hospital in 
high esteem. No doubt she would have chosen to train at IU. She had a special 
knack for teaching and would have been a wonderful resident. In addition to 
the recognition by the medical community, both Columbus East High School and 
Hanover College, her high school and undergraduate institution, have set up scholar- 
ships to honor her memory. 

Abby had a powerful character and the courage to fight for her dreams. 
She was full of joy, adventure and was a 
committed friend, daughter and 

sister. She truly loved medicine and was 
dedicated to pediatrics. We laughed so 
much together. | will miss her immensely 
every day, and having known her will 
continue to change my life and all those 
lives were touched by her.
